wary  of  the  approaches  of  their  fellow 
passenger.3. 

Some  distance  above  Memphis,  this 
man,  Williamson  who  had  tried  every 
means  to  ingratiate  himself  with  the 
Californians,  and  finding  every  project 
failed,  attempted  to  induce  one  of  the 
gold  diggers  to  visit  a state  room  in 
which  be  said  a female  disguised  in  male 
apparel,  was  concealed.

May  we.  not  apply  the  same  expres- 
sion to  the  able  Hungarian;  and  still 
farther  point  out  the  striking  similarity 
of  Kossuth  to  the  cunning, golden-mouth- 
ed Athenian? 

In  each  one  a re,  conspicuous  the  for- 
midable combinations  of  energy  and 
ambition — the  highest  reaches  of  elo-

1 was  entirely 
frank  in  my  remarks  when  presenting 
iny  amendment  to  your  consideration.

1 am  not 
in  favor  of  extending  it  to  the  heirs  at 
law  generally,  1 want  the  bill  to  pass, 
and  I do  not  want  it  smothered  by  a- 
inendtneuts  which  will  tend  to  kill  it.

Burning  of  the  Indiana  Penitentia- 
ry.— Last  night  about  8 o’clock  tbe  fire 
bells  were  sounded  and  it  was  discovered 
that  the  Indiana  State  Penitentiary,  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  about  oue 
mile  below  Jeffersonsville.was  in  flames. 
Our  gallant  firemen,  with  their  usual 
alacrity,  proceeded  to  tbe  Ferry  landing, 
and  asmauy  engines  as  could  be  got  a. 
board  thebo^.  crossed  over,  and  soonar 
rived  at  the  scene  of  conflagration. 

The  fire  originated  in  the  engine  house 
and  was  the  result  of  accident.  There 
were  some  four,  or  five  buildings  inside 
the  walls,  all  of  which  were  destroyed 
together  with  a large  amount  of  machi- 
nery belonging  to  Mr.  Patterson,  the 
lessee. 

The  Penitentiary  was  owned  by  the 
State  and  cost  as  we  learn  about  830,- 
000.  There  was  no  insurance.  Mr. 
Patterson’s  loss  is  not  much  less  than 
820,000. 

No  lives  were  lost.  The  prisoners  who 
were  confined  in  the  building  did  not 
make  the  least  attempt  to  escape.

EGYPTIAN  OPHTHALMIA 


The  Terrible  Accident  and  Loss  of 
Life  ok  the  N.  York  akd  Erie  Rail- 
road.— A correspondent  of  the  N.  York 
Tribune  gives  the  following  account  of 
the  accident  on  Tuesday,  on  the  N.  Y. 
and  Erie  Railroad: 

The  most  terrible  accident  which  has 
yet  occurred  upon  the  Erie  Ruliroad,  be- 
fell the  train  coming  to  New  York,  yes- 
terday morning.  The  writer  of  this  ac- 
count was  an  eye  witness  and  partici- 
pant in  the  thrilling  scene,  and  will 
briefly  sketch  what  came  under  his  no- 
tice. 

When  the  engine,  with  a baggage  car 
and  four  passenger  cars  attached,  had 
come  to  a sharp  curve  in  the  road,  a- 
bout  two  miles  west  of  Equinunk,  those 
of  us  who  were  in  the  next  to  the  last 
car,  were  suddenly  startled  from  our 
seats,  thrown  hither  and  thither,  by 
that  peculiar  jolting  motion  which  is 
well  known  to  the  experienced  as  indi- 
cating that  the  cars  is  off  the  track.  We 
were  drawn  over  the  sleepers  for  the  dis- 
tance of  forty  rods,  expecting  every  in- 
stant that  the  car  would  fall  to  pieces 
,The  stove  was  at  ouce  upset,  and  the 
coals  scattered  in  every  direction,  blind- 
ing our  eyes  with  smoke  and  ashes. — 
When  the  engine  was  stopped,  upon 
rushing  to  the  door,  the  first  sight  that 
met  our  view  was  the  Delaware  river 
rushing  by,  directly  beneath,  at  the  foot 
of  a walled  precipice,  of  at  least  thirty 
feet  in  height.  The  next  moment  the 
conductor  of  the  train  came  drifting  by 
on  a cake  of  ice,  calling  for  help,  and 
assuring  us  that  he  had  already  fallen 
through  the  crumbling  foothold  two  or 
three  times.  A short  distance  behind 
him  was  a passenger  in  a similar  situa- 
tion. The  ice  was  drifting  at  the  rate 
of  five  miles  an  hour,  and  it  required 
fast  running  to  keep  in  a line  with  them. 
Ropes  were  procured  from  the  engine 
and  after  some  minutes  of  fearful  sus- 
pense, with  the  aid  of  a skiff  and  a 
board  thrown  to  one  of  them  to  be  us- 
ed as  a paddle,  they  were  both  rescued 
in  a helpless  condition. 

By  this  lime  we  learned  that  the  pas- 
senger car  behind  us,  the  last  of  the 
train,  was  just  the  other  side  of  the 
(curve,  thrown  entirely  into  the  Dela- 
ware river,  with  all  who  were  in  it.  We 
hastened  to  the  spot,  and  lo!  thirty  feet 
below  us  was  the  car,  almost  buried  un- 
der the  water,  and  the  poor  creatures 
within  were  thrusting  their  arms  cut  of 
the  windows  calling  for  help.  Two  or 
three  of  them  had  crawled  upon  the 
roof  and  were  beseeching  us  to  save 
them.  The  scene  at  first  seemed  to 
strike  every  one  dumb  with  horror.  The 
smooth-walled  precipice  could  not  be 
descended.  We  were  obliged  to  go  a 
little  further  up  the  river  where  there  is 
no  wall,  but  only  a gravel  bank  and 
there  slide  down  to  the  water’s  edge. — 
The  car,  at  its  nearest  end,  was  about 
twenty-five  feet  from  the  shore;  the  wa- 
ter was  deep  and  running  very  swiftly. 
Boards  were  found  upon  the  beach,  but 
none  of  them  were  long  enough. 

After  half  an  hour's  hard  work,  a 
dead  trunk  of  a hemlock  tree  was  shov- 
ed into  the  last  window,  the  other  end 
resting  upon  the  shore.  With  the  aid 
of  this  a bridge  was  built,  upon  which 
those  able  to  walk  was  led,  and  those.

Preparing  Seed  Corn. — A very  good 
thing  we  find  in  Journal  of  Agriculture 
respecting  the  preparation  of  seed  corn 
before  it  is  planted;  and  it  is  all  the 
the  better  and  more  reliable  because  it 
is  the  result  of  an  experiment  which, 
we  are  confident,  many  of  our  readers 
will  try  for  themselves.  Says  the  cor- 
respondent of  the  Journal: 

In  October,  ISfiO,  I turned  over  a 
piece  of  gre«n  sward.  In  the  spring  I 
manured  it  highly  with  green  manure 
from  the  barn  yard  ploughed  it  about 
the  usual  depth,  and  harrowed  it  tho- 
roughly. I then  marked  the  rows  north 
and  south  for  planting,  three  and  a half 
feet  apart  by  drawing  a chain. 

My  seed  was  steeped  six  hours  in  a 
solution  of  chloride  of  lime,  and  I drop- 
ped three  kernels  in  the  hill — the  hills 
eighteen  inches  apart  in  the  row.  In 
each  hill  was  dropped  a small  handful 
of  compost,  made  of  plaster  unleachcJ 
ashes,  and  hen  manure — say  two  and  a 
half  bushels  of  plaster,  three  of  hen  ma- 
nure was  taken  dry,  aud  pulverized, 
and  mixed  with  the  other  in  gredients 
all  in  a dry  state,  and  applied  in  that 
condition.  The  corn  was  covered  one 
inch  deep. 

The  corn  came  up  quickly  and  grew 
with  great  vigor,  and  1 had  an  excellent 
crop,  estimated  at  eighty  bushels  to  the 
acre.  • 

To  determine  the  value  of  the  chlo- 
ride of  lime  and  the  compost  applied  to 
the  hill,  I planted  two  rows  through  the 
middle  the  field  with  the  omission  of 
the  soaking  and  the  compost.  The  dif- 
ference was  visible  at  a glance,  through 
the  season;  and  on  harvesting  and 
weighing  the  produce  of  adjacent  rows. 
I found  that  the  rows  planted  with  dry 
corn  and  without  the  compost  yielded 
fifty-seven  pounds  to  the'row  less  than 
the  other, — making  a difference  in  six- 
ty-four rows — one  and  a half  acres — of 
3648  lbs.,  or  52  bushels  or  about  thirty- 
five  bushels  to  the  acre.  I should  add. 
also,  that,  besides  the  great  difference  in 
the  quantity,  the  corn  from  the  steeped 
seed,  manured  with  the  compost,  is 
vastly  better  than  the  oilier,  and  worth 
much  more  pound  for  pound.

California  Cows  and  Potatoes. — 
One  of  the  best  of  the  letter  writers 
j from  California  is  Winchester,  the  cor- 
| respondent  of  the  N.  V.  Tribune.  From 
!h  s last  we  gather  a couple  of  interest- 
I ing  items  for  our  farmers: 

“A  lew  clays  ago  1 sat  down  to  dine 
j with  ten  others,  mostly  adult.  A “large 
I dish  of  potatoes  graced  the  table,  cut 
in  pieces  before  boiling.  Our  landlady 
I informed  us  that  there  were  two  pota- 
toes and  no  more.  But  there  was  e- 
nough  and  to  spare.  Oil  another  dish 
was  one-third  of  a beet,  Onious  often 
exceed  a pound  in  weight;  a cabbage  at 
the  door  of  a restaurant  near  me  weighs 
28  pounds.  These  vegetables  are  not 
■ the  result  of  forced  culture.  The  soil, 
j in  many  localities,  can’t  help  produc- 
ing them;  very  little  attention  is  paid 
j to  tillage  and  no  manure  is  employed. 

“Butter  is  retailed  at  50  to  72  cents. 
A very  small  quantity  is  yet  produced 
in  the  country.  Those  who  raise  cows 
can  better  sell  the  milk,  at  fifty  cents  a 
quart,  if  they  live  near  a market.  The 
native  cows  are  poor  milkers.  They  are 
large,  masculine  looking  animals,  and, 
being  allowed  to  retain  their  calves  for 
j six  months  or  longer,  'hey  do  not  wil- 
lingly submit  to  the  regulations  of  the 
dairy.  It  requires  two  or  three  men  to 
milk  a California  cow.  They  set  to 
work  on  horseback  and  first  lasso  her 
to  the  ground.  They  tie  her  head  to 
a post  and  then  bind  her  feet  together 
I tightly  in  pairs.  One  of  the  men  does 
the  milking,  while  another  holds  the 
bucket,  the  terrified  animal  enduring 
the  process  with  the  same  docility  as  a- 
cross  baby  exhibits  while  its  dirty  face 
is  scrubbed.  One  or  two  quarts  ol 
milk  are  the  result  of  the  operation. 

The  Peach  Trees,  are  not  quite  as 
generally  killed  in  this  region  as  we 
feared — though  most  young  trees,  on  ex- 
posed grounds  are  quite  destroyed,  and 
probably  many  others,  but  it  is  too 
soon  yet  toilecideas  to  the'  full  extent 
of  the  damage;  all  the  fruit  buds  (peach) 
are  clean  gone,  and  most  of  the  cherries 
of  grafted  kinds. — Cultivator,  Colum- 
bus, O.,  February  15.
